President Hoover expressed a c ­ 
cord with the opinion of the 
W ickrrslmm report against re­ 
peal of the 18th am endm ent in 
a message he dispatched today 
w ith the report to congress. 
“The commission by a large 
m ajority does not favor the re­ 
peal of the 18th am endm ent as 
a method ot cure for the in ­ 
herent abuses 
of 
the liquor 
traffic", Mr. Hoover stated, "I 
am in accord w ith this view.” 
At the sam e tim e the Presi­ 
dent said he saw serious ob­ 
jections to the proposed revised 
constitutional am endm ent sug­ 
gested m the report, designed to 
lodge with congress the au th o r­ 
ity over prohibition. 
Praise for th e general tenor of 
the docum ent wa* expressed by 
Mr. Hoover. He said it was a
